One day laat week a representative 
of the Cumberland Co. met with the 
directors of the newly organized and 
established Hubble Co. with a view of 
deviaing some mean- by which the two 
linea might connect into Lancaster. 
Several propositions were offered and 
aa readily rejected by the Hubble 
when the long expected infor- 
thcomingfrom theCum- 
that they had a contract 
with the BASTIN TELEPHONE CO. 
covering Garrard county territory, and 
that no definite steps could be taken 
looking to granting the Hubble people 
connection into Lancaater until after 
the Baatin people had been consulted 
and acquiesced in any prospective ar- 
rangement.

dustry. The new plant is to I red 

ed in the rear and immediately adjoin 
ing the present creamery on Hamilton 
Avenue near Richmond street. The 
contract ha* already been let and the 
plant is to lie completed by March loth, 
unless inclement weather should delay 
it, and at any rate, not later than April 
1st, The plant will have a capacity of 
7J tons per day, and it is the inten- 
tion of the new concern to supply Gar- 
rard countv with goad pure ice at all 
times. The dairy her.) of Mr. Bastin 
will still be maintained and his dairy 
aid creamery business will not be in- 
terfered with by the new industry. 
Mr. Bastin will also increase the ice 
cream output to .-•«> gallons per day. 

Mt. Bastin has alsi assaciated with 
him Mr. Joseph S. Haselden. and they 
will install a complete bottling works 
for the bottling of carbonated waters. 
The bottling plant will be adjacent to 
the creamery and ice plant and those 
industries will supply the water and 
power to operate the bottling plant. 
This will be one of the few bottling 
plants in Kentucky to make use of 
distilled water in the manufacture of 
its products, which insures its purity.

known as the "absorbtion plan", a 
process which Mr. Bastin assures us 
will at all times insure a sufficient 
quantity of pure ice to supply the de- 
mands of the countv. and too with the 
water supply now obtainable. 

We predict for Mr. Bastin success 
for his undertaking from the very be- 
ginning and gladly welcome the new 
industry to Lancaster. 

Mr Bastin has had considerable ex- 
perience in nursing new industries into 
paying investment*. Some years in a 
modest way, he began the manufac-

PROPER CULTURE OF CLOVER 

Best Results Have Been Obtained on 
Black, 8and> Loam— Killing Dan- 
ger la in 



My best results In clover growing 
have been on a black, sandy loam So 
far I have grown exclusively the me 
dlum or common red clover, says a 
writer In the New England Home 
stead I usually sow from eight to 
twelve pounds per acre on a well-pre- 
pared seed bed I prefer sowing with 
a nurse crop. Wheat and barley both 
have been tried for this purpose. I 
prefer barley, as It does not form 
such a dense shade for the young 
clover plunts when they are start- 
ing. The crop of clover grows rapid- 
ly, and cutting begins about July 4 In 
this locality, und sometimes a little 
earlier in the flelds where clover Is 
without any other grasses, and som<- 
tltnes a little later If timothy and 
clover are mixed. 

Clover is not grown to any great ex- 
tent In thla locality The past two 
seasons have not been if beat to 
secure a stand The real danger «f 
clowrkilllng come* In the spring 
When It freezes and thaws out. and 
the ground heaves the plants are torn 
looae and die. Whenever the snow 
collects It conies in fine shape In 
the spring With the continued culti- 
vation of this soil and with a large 
amount of manure worked Into the 
soil will come better clover-raising In 
this part of the state.

With the coming of the New Year 
the I'nltPd States government will en- 
ter into a new field of enterprise — 
the transmittal of merchandise by 
what Is known as the pared post. 
For years there has been a demand 
for such a system of Inexpensive 
transmittal of packages. The camps 
of favor and disfavor of the parcel 
post scheme have been about equally 
divided Finally at the last session, 
of concress a bin was passed which 
will put the plan Into operation, but 
only it must be aald In little mora 
than an experimental way. 

It Is the Intention of Cncle Sam to 
move rather slowly In the parcel post 
matter. He wants to find bow popu- 
lar It will be. how much it will cost 
the government, and whether there Is 
to be a profit or loss at tbe end of 
each year. If It Is found that the 
plan Is successful from the point of 
view of the people, which means the 
government also, the parcel post will 
be extended until finally It reaches 
the proportions which Its proponents 
say they believe It Is destined to as- 
sume 

Zone 8ystem Explained. 

It Is no exaggeration to say that 
thousands upon thousands of Inquir- 
ies have been made of the postmaster 
general as to Just what the parcel 
post will mean to the people It was 
the law of congress establishing the 
system which made provision for * 
division of the country Into zones 
and Into 35,000 units which are to be 
used as centers In describing the cir- 
cles which mark the boundaries of 
the zones. There has been no clear 
understanding, apparently, of thin 
zone system, but really It Is a very 
simple matter. 

The accompanying map shows the 
country divided Into zones from the 
unit In which Washington la sit- 
uated, as the center Accompanying 
the map is a table showing the rate

drawn and so every unit in the coun- 
try no matter where M Is situated will 
have zones drawn from It Just exactly 
as Washington has thorn drawn from 
It.

The 
rates of postage are fixed from tbe 
unit In which the sending poetofflce Is 

situated, but the price to every place 
In any zone la Just the same. To Il- 
lustrate. It will cost exactly the same 
amount to send a parcel from Wash- 
ington to Erie, Pa . that It costs to 
send It to Atlanta, Ga . because Erie 
nnd Atlanta with reference to Wash- 
ington are situated In the fourth 
zone. The rates therefore are fixed 
from the unit In which the postofflce 
la loc-.*"d. but they are the same 
from that off.ee to any point In any 
one zone. 

It will be seen by reference to the 
table of rates of postage that It will 
cost more per pound to send a pack- 
age a long distance than It doea to 
send It a short distance. The rate In- 
creases for a package weighing one 
pound at the rate of one cent for 
each zone. No package weighing 
more than 11 pounds can be sent un- 
der the new parcel post law. It 
should be said right here that on the 
long hauls the parcel post may not 
be able to compete with the express 
companies, but that on shorter hauls 
It can so compete. It waa the ex 
pressed desire of the legislators and 
of tbe postofflce officials that the par 
eel post system should be made of 
particular use to persons having furm 
and factory products to transmit to 
customers It Is probable that pro- 
ducers must study the rates of post 
age and the convenience of trans- 
mittal and compare them with the 
cost and convenience under present 
methods before Individually a man cah 
determine whether he Is to profit or 
not by the change Then there Is an- 
other thing to be considered and 
which only can be known definitely 
when fuller regulations have been 
made to specify exactly what kind of 
things can be sent by parcel post. It 
can bo said In a general way that any- 
thing can be sent which Is properly 
wrapped and whlsh will not Injure 
other mall matter with which It may 
come In contact 

Copy Foreign Countries. 
It Is probable that tbe government 
will adopt a means of transportation 
for certain kinds of Its mercbandlae 
much like tboHe which have been 
adopted In parcel post countries 
abroad What the English call ham 
pers, basket like arrangements, prob- 
ably will be adopted, and as these can 
be kept separate from the ordinary 
mall matter It Is believed that the 
regulations as finally adopted will al 
low the sending of eggs, butter, dress 
ed poultry, live poultry, honey, fruit, 
and other products of the country. 

Ttje 11-pound limit for a single pack 
age may work at first against any 
very extended use of the parcel poet 
for some of the articles which have 
been named Of course, more weight 
can be sent If U is sent In different 
parcels, but the cost In that case 
would be heavier becauae the In- 
crease per pound on a single package 
Is not great up to II pounds, and 
probably ll would Increase at no great- 
er rate If the go eminent were to 
raise Hie limit ol weight which Is now 
To mak I It simpler.

Every postmaster In the United 
States will have a parcel post map 
like the one which Is here reproduced 
except that the zone lines will be 
shown with the unit of his postofflce 
as a center. All that a postmaster 
will have to do when a parcel is pre- 
sented for transportation Is to find 
out In what zone the destination of 
the package lies. His table will show 
dim instantly the rate per pound from 
the unit In which bis postofflce lies 
to the rone of the package's destina- 
tions, the price aa has been explained 
before, to every postofflce In any one 
zone being the same The parcel post 
will take nothing but fourth-class mat- 
ter. Printed matter la still In the 
thirdclass designation Therefore 
books cannot be sent by tbe parcel 
post system. This the postofflce au
